Succeeding generations or gov- 


ernments are not bound by that declara- 
tion. 


Still, it is unfortunate to raise anew 


this issue at a time when settlement of the 
reparations impasse 
has been reached 


and when there is a nearer approach to 
friendly understanding between Germany 
and the allies than has existed at any time 
since the end of the war. It has made a 
bad impression on France, and it will not 
be calculated to hasten the activities of 
that government in withdrawing from 
occupied territory or releasing its self-as- 
sessed guarantees. 


It can make no difference so far as 


peace and a restoration of right relations 
are concerned whether Germany was or 
was not responsible for the war. 
The 


allies will doubtless always hold to their 
opinion and Germany to hers, and they 
will never be reconciled. American is the 
one forum before which each will endeav- 
or to present its cause in the future and 
influence the verdict of a disinterested 
world. 
There is plenty of time left for 


this. 


COOLIDGE AND THE CONSTITUTION 


~\Ve have reached the point in our po- 


litical evolution where the president is 
compelled to come not only to the defense 
of the supreme court of the United 
States, but to the defense of the constitu- 
tion itself. 
The movement to break 


down the constitution and undermine the 
judiciary has assumed definite and con- 
crete form. It is an issue in the presi- 
dential campaign. 


The ticket which is supported by the 


so-called progressives, and by socialists of 
all description, stands for a constitutional 
amendment which will give congress the 
power to pass any legislation it sees 
fit, constitutional or otherwise, over the 
head or ''veto1' of the supreme court. 
President Coolidge. in his address in Bal- 
timore at the unveiling of the monument 
to LaFayette, accepted the challenge and 
made a reply to the proposal that every 
person in the United States ought to read 
and ponder. 


""We have adopted a written constitu- 


tion." said President Coolidge. "in order 
that the minority, even down to the most 
insignificant" individual, might have his 
rights protected. So long as our consti- 
tution remains in force no majority, no 


- matter Lo»^ lorgc, ecu dcpiive the indi- 


vidual of the right of life, liberty or prop- 
erty, or prohibit the free exercise of reli- 
gion or the freedom of speech or of the 
press.'' The proposal of the independent 
ticket, headed by La Follette, is to sweep 
away with one act all of this protection. 
It is to destroy the rights, privileges and 
liberties of the minority, and to substi- 
tute for them the tyranny, prejudice des- 
potism and selfishness of the majority. 


Under such a change there would be no 


such thing as political or social freedom 
in this country. 
How any person who 


believes in the American system of gov- 
ernment and in the worth and future of 
our democracy, can subscribe to the over- 
throw of the constitution and the sub- 
jecting of all government to the whims 
and excitement, political aims, fancies and 
theories of an irresponsible majority, op- 
erating without restraint, is more than 
we can comprehend. "This is not the 
struggle of the powerful," says the presi- 
dent, ''they will be able to survive.'' " * * 
"Our constitution has raised certain bar- 
riers against too hasty changes. Stabili- 
ty of government is a very important as- 
set. 
It amendment be made easy both 


revolution and reaction, as well as order- 
ly progress, also become easy. 
In this 


contest there is but one place for a real 
American to stand. That is on the side of 
ordered liberty under constitutional gov- 
ernment." 


Xo truer statement in the domain of 


government was ever made. Every class, 
every church, every institution and in- 
terest in this country considered by itself. 
is a minority. It is, moreover, made up 
of the great rank and file of people. These 
should be interested in preserving their 
minority rights and their privileges and 
liberties ns individuals. Once they are 
taken away they will be helpless. 


THE GOVERNOR AND LOCAL 


GOVERNMENT 


Our militant governor is on the war- 


path again. 
He has decided to remove 


Senator Severson from the state library 
board because of Severson "s charges 
against the administration during the last 
sitting of the legislature. 
He has also 


cited the district attorney of Grant Coun- 
ty, George B. Clementson, to appear be- 
fore him to show cause why he should not 
be removed from office for alleged fail- 
ure to prosecute members of the Ku Klux. 
Klan as the governor thinks he should. 


On the surface, these appear to be po- 


litical reprisals pure and simple. 
They 


are of the same character as those which 
resulted in so many changes in our boards 
and heads of penal and charitable insti- 
tutions a couple of years ago. 
AVe think 


Mr. Blaine has stirred up a tempest in the 
teapot over the Klan in Grant county. 
Disinterested citizens, as well as Catholics 
and others who are directly interested in 
resisting the Klan, testify to the fact that 
there is no serious trouble there and that 
the Klan is not interfering with the func- 
tioning of local government. It has the 
appearance of a grandstand play to back 
up the governor's denunciation of the 
Klan with a citation of something ac- 
tually done. 


The evidence shows that the public 


prosecutor of Grant county is a capable, 
fearless and honest official. 
He is going 


to fight the governor's mandate and car- 
ry the case to the supreme court if he is 
summarily removed frpm office. 
"We have 


had a number of instances where Mr. 
Blaine has interfered with the preroga- 
tive of the people to elect and keep in of- 
fice their public sen-ants. If he were hon- 
est in his demand for faithful public serv- 
ice, and wished to go after those officials 
who are not discharging their duty, he 
could find plenty to remove in every 
county in the state. 


"We hope the district attorney of Grant 


county stands his ground and takes his 
case before the supreme court. 
If he 


does we have no doubt he will emerge the 
victor. It is time something was done in 
"Wisconsin to curb executive interference 
in local government. Such interference, 
moreover, comes with poor grace from a 
governor whose every appointment and 
every removal from office is determined 
by political motives.

It seems that nearly every girl or young woman 


has to pass through the foolish stage, about her 
complexion. 
That Is a comparatively minor mat- 


er, yet I think It Is a very good Indication of the 
deplorable neglect of the health education of our. 
children In our schools generally. 
What sott of 


•>ducat!on has a woman who takes seriously tho ri- 
diculous bunk In tho cosmetic propaganda of the 
day? 
Obviously none at all. else- that business 


vould soon peter out. A minor matter, yet I saw 
ome startling- figures the other day—of course 
>ne sees such figures every day these days—but I 
mean some statistics giving tho enormous sums 
pent annually for cosmetics In this country. A 
voman has a legitimate need for certain simple 
•osmetics. but the great bulk of tho money is 
quandered on hokum, pure anfl simple, and much 
>f it Is dangerous, too. 


The skin of every woman Is covered with a fine 


down, which is practically Invisible unless you look 
iosely for it. 
This down is on the face of the 


most 'beautiful woman. If you begin stimulating 
t. physically or chemically, you may make It grow 
leavier and more noticeable. 


Probably mere excessive rubbing of the skin, ex- 
essive massage, excessive application of any kind 
f complexion grease or "cream" or "beautifier" 
ends to stimulate the Invisible down to heavier 
growth.

U. S. Is 
Collector Of 


Fly Species 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKDf 


Waaldngtott, D. C.—Among tho re- 


markable possessions of the United 
States government may be listed a 
collection of more than a quarter of a 
million flies. 


These flics ore kept in the national 


museum, but they a*»» never displayed 
for the amusement and edification ot 
tho general public. Occasionally r 
Scientist who has captured a strange 
fly comes to Identify it. or a repor 
ter Inquires for the insect expert and 
Is directed to the museum offices. 


Passing down long corridors flank- 


ed by business—like doors and steel 
filing cabineta marked "skulls" the 
caller comes to the office of Dr. T. 
M. Aldrlch. Here, in a comparative- 
ly small room, are several desks and 
a maze of tall cabinets. And. in these 
cabinets, neatly assorted In drawers. 
are stored away more than 250,000 
files. 


Visitors who are not scientists like 


to guess how many varieties of fly 
such a collection might contain, and 
most of them find their knowledge 
of flies petering out rapidly after 
they have thought of tho house fly. 
stable fly, and horse fly. But that 
is only naming three general class- 
es. Dr. AMrich says that files make 
up one of the largest orders of In- 
sects. There aro about 30.000 known 
•species of files, including'mosquitoes, 
which structurally belong to the fam- 
ily. North America alone has 10.000 
named varieties, and collectors still 
find a good many specimens that have 
never been described or classified. 


HAS 11,000 SPECIES 


Tho government's collection, which 


contains about 11,000 species Is, there- 
fore, far from being complete. Tt In- 
cludes, however, iriany strange and 
interesting specimens from far cor- 
ners of the world and from our city 
streets and country roads as well. 
About 2.000 different species have 
teen collected In and around Wash- 
ington, and a similar number of var- 
ieties would be available wit'iln a 
50-mile area In most sections of this 
country, although not In all. 


Some of the flips carefully preserv- 


ed in the government collection are 
so tiny that half a dozen of them 
could perph comfortably on the head 
of a common pin. A flea beside one 
of these pigmy flies would oversha- 
dow it. No screen could k»ep If out. 
And they are adult flies, it must be 
remembered. Once a. fly's -wings have 
spread and dried the Insect has at- 
tained its full growth.

During The Pickling Season 


BY SISTER MARY 


Pickling season is row at hand and 


Mrs. Housewife is busy putting away 
her favorite pickles and preserves for 
the winter months. 


So I have prepared a number of 


recipes which I feel will be of service 
during the season. 


All of these recipes have been thor- 


oughly tested and if followed closely 
will give good results. 


GHERKINS 


(Small. 
Unripe Cucumber Pickles) 


One-half peck (about 123) small cu- 


cumbers. 2 quarts boiling water, 2 
cups salt, lump of alum size of a 
nutmeg. 
1 gallon vinegar, 4 sticks 


cinnamon. 6 tablespoons sugar, 2 tea- 
spoons mustard seed, 3 tablespoons 
•whole cloves. 1 tablespoon celery seed. 


AVash cucumbers and wipe dry. Put 


In a deep stone jar and pour over 
salt dissolved in boiling water. Cover 
•with a cheesecloth and let stand three 
days. 
Drain brine from cucumbers, bring 


brine to boiling point and return, to 
cucumbers, cover and let stand three 
days. 


Drain brine from cucumbers. Wipe 


cucumbers and return to the crock. 
Pour over boiling water to cover in 
•which alum has been dissolved. Let 
etand over night. 
In the morning 


drain from alum water and let stand 
in clear, cold water for two hours. 
Drain and wipe.

Drain and sim- 
mer for two hours in weak vinegar 
In which a lump of alum the size of 
a nutmeg has been dissolved. Drain 
from vinegar and cut in inch slices. 
There should be enough cucumbers 
to till a 1-gallon crock. Pour over 
vinegar, sugar and spices \vhich have 
been brought to th© boiling point 
Drain off vinegar and pour boiling 
hot 
over cucumbers packed 
in a 


crock for three successive mornings. 
When cool, after the third morning. 
cover with a. big plate and store In 
a dark, cool place. 


ELLA'S PICKLES 


One cup ground mustard, 1 scant 


cup salt, 3"quarts vinegar, 1 quart 
water; small cucumbers. 


Mix mustard, salt 
vinegar and 


water and bring to the .boiling point. 
Boil thr<«e minutes and let stand until 
«old. 
"Wip'i cucumbeis with a soft 


cloth and pack In a stone crock. 
jPour over prepared vinegar^ and let 
Bta.nd three or four days before using. 


These pickles can be made as the 


cucumbers are gathered, a few put 
Into the vinegar as convenient. 


To keep, cover with a weight and 


etore ina cool, dry place. 


CRISP PICKLES 


One cup rock salt. 1 cup mustard. 


1 cup sugar. 1 gallon vinegar, horse- 
radish root. 


"Wash cucumbers and 
wipe dry. 


Put in a stone jar. Add horseradish 
root •well washsd and cut in quarter- 
Inch 
slices. »Put 
a layer of horse 


radish over each layer of cucumbers. 
Mix salt, mustard, sugar and vinegar 
and let stand until dry ingredients 
are dissolved. Pour over cucumbers. 
Continue 
to 
add 
cucumbers and 


horseradish until crock is full. 


Cover top layer of cucumbers with 


seven or eight long pieces of horse- 
radish root. Cover the whole with a 
thick layer of srrape leaves washed 
and wiped dry. Put a bljr plate over 
the crock and store in a dry, cool 
place. 


These pickles will be ready for use 


In six weeks. 


If the vinegar is very; "sharp." 


dilute it with water. Too strong 
vinefrar is often the cause of wllty 
pickles, no matter how 
they 
are 


made.

A Wardrobe 
Trunk Is Not 
Hard To Pack 


Packing a wardrobe trunk is a very 


simple task as compared with packing 
a dress or steamer trunk. Wardrobe 
trunks are now so conveniently plan 
ned—with jewel-drawer, tiny electric 
iron nnd pressing-board, folding mir- 
ror, hat-compartment, shoe-bag and 
laundry-bag—that after garments are 
classified all'that remains ts to place 
them in the right compartment. 


The drawers of a wardrobe trunk 


are from necessity 
of rather 
light 


construction, so that it is not advis- 
able to pack them too solidly with 
heavy articles. 


Several garments may be hung on 


each hanger of a wardrobe trunk. If 
this is to be done, generous layers of 
crushed tissue paper should be placed 
between them. The most economical 
meth-.nl of packing is to hang waists 
0:1 the waist-hanger 
and then fold 


dresses and skirts over the tops of 
the hangers. Layers of tissue-paper 
must always be placed between the 
hanger and the garments so that the 
hanger will not mark the garment. 


All 
hanging ends, such as dress 


sleeves, belts, 
sashes and 
panels, 


should be pinned to the main part of 
the garment so thatthey will not drag 
on the floor when the trunk is swung 
open. Edges of garments hung over 
the top of a hanger may be pinned to- 
gether about six inches below the top. 
This prevents them from slipping If 
they are unevenly balanced. 


Before pushing 
or swinging the- 


garment-rod back into place cover the 
garments with tissue-paper or a cloth 
cover. 


Dust often 
sifts into the closest 


trunk and suitcase. A large rectangle 
of close, fine material such os pongee 
or cretonne may wel be used to cov- 
•r the lower contents of a trunk be- 
fore the tray is packed. Another 
might be tucked over the contents of 
the tray. 


The same sort of jover is pleasant 


to use In connection with packing a 
suitcase.
